Clergy in Decisive Vote 


Against Proposal. 


Greek Language But to Convey

St. Louis, May l'7.—After two days 


discussion of the matter, the Episco- 
pal diocesan convention of Missouri 
by a good majority voted against the 
use of the'revised version of the bible 
in the prescribed 
service 
of 
the 


church. 
Laymen were stronger than 


the clergy in maiiug the vote decisive. 
The clergy vote was 12 for the revised 
version and IS against, and that of ihe 
laity 9 for'and 20 against. 


The matter came before the conven- 


tion in a communication from the dio- 
cese of California asking that 
the 


Missouri diocese concur in a petition 
to the general convention askug the 
permissive use of the revised version 
in the prescribed service of the church. 


The argument of Rev. Dr. R. A. Hol- 


land, of St JU>uis. had much to do in 
bringing about this decisive vote. Dr. 
Holland's argument was that ihe bible 
was a poetic book, not a book of scien- 
tific accuracy; that the Greek langu- 
age was fitted to convey the original 
text of the new testament and that 
the English spoken in King James' 
time was likewise the choice vehicle 
of the inspired expressions. He con- 
sidered it an nsult, he said, for any 
anc to offer him an altered teit of 
Shakespeare. • This attitude he main- 
tained toward the bible.
